While the supply of fertilizer for 


next year is expected to be greater 
than this past year, the only way 
farmers can get the advantage of 
this greater supply is to buy as 
much as possible of their needs this 
fall, according to Oliver L. Adams, 
county agent. 


Supplies of each fertilizer plant 


food arc allocated by the govern- 
ment to each fertilizer manufac- 
turer on a monthly basis. If the 
manufacturer cannot use his alloca- 
tion for one month, he loses it. 
Since most manufacturers are lim- 
ited on storage space, mixed fer- 
tilizer must be moved out about as 
fast as new materials are received. 
Once the storage space is filled, the 
plant usually quits operating until 
supplies are moved out. 


Even if the manufacturer could 


store all the fertilizer he will pre- 
pare, transportation from the plant 
to the farm may be so limited next 
spring that farmers cannot get fer- 
tilizer on time if they wait until 
then to buy. Consequently, early 
buying will not only mean getting 
fertilizer on time, but it actually 
will mean more fertilizer for Ar- 
kansas farmers.

for revenge can be a powerful emo- 
tion/the slogan of "an eye for an 
eye and a tooth for a tooth" doesn't 
provide \he flaming sword of lead- 
ership needed by the Germans or 
any other civilized peoples. You've 
got to. have more inspiration than 
just "revenge" to win world wars, 
and any government which

That's been one of Hitler's great- 


est, weaknesses since the start of 
his attempt.to conquer the world— 
lack of any high and inspiring pur- 
pose? His only justification for his 
aggression has been that might is 
right — and he had the might, 
takes more than that to sustain a 
great nation as destruction rushes 
on it.

While the supply of fertilizer for 


next year is expected to be greater 
than this past year, the only way 
farmers can get the advantage of 
this greater supply is to buy as 
much as possible of their needs this 
fall, according to Oliver L. Adams, 
county agent. 


Supplies of each fertilizer plant 


food arc allocated by the govern- 
ment to each fertilizer manufac- 
turer on a monthly basis. If the 
manufacturer cannot use his alloca- 
tion for one month, he loses it. 
Since most manufacturers are lim- 
ited on storage space, mixed fer- 
tilizer must be moved out about as 
fast as new materials are received. 
Once the storage space is filled, the 
plant usually quits operating until 
supplies are moved out. 


Even if the manufacturer could 


store all the fertilizer he will pre- 
pare, transportation from the plant 
to the farm may be so limited next 
spring that farmers cannot get fer- 
tilizer on time if they wait until 
then to buy. Consequently, early 
buying will not only mean getting 
fertilizer on time, but it actually 
will mean more fertilizer for Ar- 
kansas farmers.

HE supreme test of the Commandos came at Dieppe, 
where Canadians and United States Rangers joined 


the British in a daring assault on one of the strongest-held 
Nazi points on the English Channel. In the Spring of 1942 
the British were unable to concentrate enough troops and 
shipping for a full-scale invasion of the continent, and the 
Dieppe raid was planned as a "reconnaissance in force." 
Its chief objectives •were to provide the Allied General 
Staffs with information concerning the Nazi defenses. 
This strength must be tested at the point of the bayonet 
if the problem of invasion of Europe is to be solved 


Dieppe was chosen because it has a harbor used by the 


Germans as a port of call for coastwise convoys, and to 
put tlie port, out of commission would hamper the move- 
ments of vital supplies. There were important ammuni- 
tion, gasoline and food concentrations there, and it was a 
paint of distribution for troops and materiel. A daylight 
attack would bring out Gocring's Luftwaffe, which had 
failed to respond to repeated challenges by British air 
force raids, At that time Goering had his hands full on 
the Russian front, and heavy losses over France would 
have compelled him to move bombers and fighters from

Planners of the raid were confronted with two im- 


mense difficulties from the start. From Cape Gris Nez 
in the North, to the River Saanc in the South, the head- 
land had been well named the Iron Coast.

Dieppe, where the Commandos tested their mettle. 


T 


HE supreme test of the Commandos came at Dieppe, 
where Canadians and United States Rangers joined 


the British in a daring assault on one of the strongest-held 
Nazi points on the English Channel. In the Spring of 1942 
the British were unable to concentrate enough troops and 
shipping for a full-scale invasion of the continent, and the 
Dieppe raid was planned as a "reconnaissance in force." 
Its chief objectives •were to provide the Allied General 
Staffs with information concerning the Nazi defenses. 
This strength must be tested at the point of the bayonet 
if the problem of invasion of Europe is to be solved 


Dieppe was chosen because it has a harbor used by the 


Germans as a port of call for coastwise convoys, and to 
put tlie port, out of commission would hamper the move- 
ments of vital supplies. There were important ammuni- 
tion, gasoline and food concentrations there, and it was a 
paint of distribution for troops and materiel. A daylight 
attack would bring out Gocring's Luftwaffe, which had 
failed to respond to repeated challenges by British air 
force raids, At that time Goering had his hands full on 
the Russian front, and heavy losses over France would 
have compelled him to move bombers and fighters from

East to West, lightening the burden of the Red army._ 


Planners of the raid were confronted with two im- 


mense difficulties from the start. From Cape Gris Nez 
in the North, to the River Saanc in the South, the head- 
land had been well named the Iron Coast. Nearly all of 
it is made up of high, unscalable cliffs, broken here and 
there by narrow clefts or the mouths of the rivers. The 
chief of these breaks is the Arqucs, on which the town 
and harbor of Dieppe arc built. Here the gap is about 
n mile wide.
